I 
therefore authorize you to dismiss 


the above case.” ’

THE NEW BANKING LAW 
All of us desire the success of the new banking law. It does not 
matter whether we are bankers or not; it does even matter whether 


we are depositors in banks because the success of the banking 


system, and the avoiding of than the

the man who has a large balance to his credit that is tied up tempor- 
arily but which will be released later, and everybody so understands. 

The Aldrich banking plan was to have one central bank, as they 
have in Europe, or France, or Germany, and to have branches of 
that bank over the country. The bank would also be the depository 
of the government funds, and thé result would be that when there 
was a money stringency from any cause the entire banking capital 
of the United States would be at hand to bridge over the difficulty 
and save the nation from panic with its clearing house certificates 
and attending evils. The trouble has been in the past that the dif- 
ferent sections of the country were not joined together for mutual 
help. It was just like the plan that would be followed if one section 
of the country had bad crops, and was threatened with starvation 
and the other sections contributed to its relief. 

But Senator Aldrich was a persona non grata with the new out- 
fit who are at the head of affairs, and although they were forced to 
adopt his general idea, they changed it so that the credit should go 
to the present administration and not to the former senator from 
Rhode Island. Under the Aldrich plan the bank—that is to say the 
central bank—would have been in the hands of expert bankers; but 
that was objected to on the score that it would allow Wall Street 
to control the business of the country, and the management of the 
greatest banking institution was placed in the hands of politicians, 
and persons who for the most part knew very little if anything about 
banking. Instead of one central bank it was deeided to have twelve 
regional banks, and their location was again left to politicians. The 
secretary of the treasury and the controller of the treasury made 
a tour of the country to investigate the money situation and decide 
where the regional banks were to go, and the other day they an- 
nounced their decisions. In only, four instances, outside of the 
cities named, have the selections given \satisfaction. The reason for 
the failure to please the public, and the communities interested was 
due, of course, to the fact that the appointments were made solely 
on political grounds, and not because of the conditions that pre- 
vailed. The result is not a little short of amusing, 

Baltimore, a city with a trade over the entire South, and looked 
upon as the principal city of the South, was sidetracked for Rich- 
mond, Va., and New Orleans was left out for Atlanta, Ga., and Aus- 
tin, Tex.

Apparently the. expert politicians who located 
the regional banks paid no attention to the. clearance houses and 
their reports, and never sought to find out where the most drafts 
were paid. Any one knows that New Orleans is far more of a busi- 
ness center thah the cities selected, and that Baltimore has a trade 
incomparably greater than that of Richmond, which is not a port, 
or a city of much more importance than Sacramento. 
It is sincerely to be regretted that such a splendid plan should 
have been so severely handicapped at its very beginning. It is to 
be regretted that the politicians could not for once on such an im- 
portant matter as the financial future of the country have risen 
above partisanship. But having made the mistakes that have been 
made, it only now remains to be seen if they are fatal to the whole 
scheme, or whether they can be remedied. 
It is not to be supposed that the trade of the country is to be 
changed to suit the political exigencies of this or any other adminis- 
tration, and therefore it is not likely that the people doing business 
with Baltimore or New Orleans will change their accounts to Austin 
or Richmond. It is obvious that the money of the country is going 
where it is needed, where it has a market, because money is a com- 
modity just as much as anything else, and it is not going to go to a 
location where it can not earn something, even though commanded 
by the Wilson administration. 
The banks do not have to join the national institution, and if 
any number of them did not, of course the system could not be a 
success. It must be universal or else -it will be a failure, because 
unless universal it can not give the help which alone is its excuse for

Dr. Blake also urges that lots be cleaned of debris and that front 
yards and grass-grown streets receive attention. That is advice so 
sensible and: reasonable that it should not need to be give 
We should not only clean our yards from all debris but we should 
go a step farther and beautify them. One thing that Richmond needs 
is boxes along the streets into which debris, paper, cigar stumps, and 
odds and ends of all kinds can be dumped at any time.
